ULowell Hosts Democratic Forum

North Campus - ULowell had the 
pleasure of hosting a forum for three 
prominent democrats from the state 
of Massachusetts. 

The forum was held last Friday, 
October 19, in the multi-purpose 
room of the Lydon Library. The three 
democrats who attended were US Se¬ 
nator Paul Tsongas, Congressman 
Jim Shannon, and US Senate Candi¬ 
date John Kerry. They spoke out on 
the issues of war and peace and the 
issues of Central America. 

How appropriate for Tsongas and 
Shannon speak about the issues on 
Central America because they had 
just returned home from a trip to La 
Palma. La Palma is a town about 45 


miles north of San Salvador. Tson¬ 
gas and Shannon were the only 2 
representatives from the US Senate 
to be in La Palma. 

Shannon evaluated his trip and 
said, “1 hope that our government 
will give them (the citizens of Cen¬ 
tral America) the room that they want 
and need.*’ The fifth district is lucky 
to be well represented. 

John Kerry spoke out on the arms 
race and criticized Regean’s policies. 
Kerry stated that this is the largest 
build up of arms since WWII and 
we’re not even at war. He spoke 
about US & USSR policies saying, 
“Why. if today we both know we can 
destroy each other, why must we go 


to the next level of building? Now is 
the time we must strive for a mutual 
verifiable nuclear freeze/’ 

President Hogan was introduced at 
the beginning of the forum and said 
that “the involvement has long been 
a characteristic of the Universities of 
America and for that 1 would like to 
applaud you.” 

Although the forum started 45 
minutes late because of tardiness, the 
3 men received a grand welcome 
from approximately 150 University 
students and faculty members. The 
forum was largely covered by the me¬ 
dia. including Channel 4 and Chan¬ 
nel 7 news.

Studio Jazz Orchestra - Directed by 
Everett Dmgstreth at Durgin Perfor¬ 
mance Hall Thursday Night 

The University's Studio Orchestra 
performed a collage of mainstream, 
blues, and contemporary jazz charts 
to an appreciative audience Thursday 
night. The ensemble unswervingly 
delivered a well orchestrated set 
which was complimented by excellent 
solos by many of the musicians. 

Studio started off the night with 
Louie Bellson's arrangement of 
“Everything's Coming Up Roses." 
The ensemble's playing was rough 
throughout the first half of the chart 
(especially the unisons and sloppy en¬ 
trances), but they pulled together un¬ 
der a tight rhythm section and strong 
lead players. Lead Alto, Mark 
Phaneuf, laid down a solid sound both 
in section unisons and solos. As a mu¬ 
sician whose playing skills were most 
obvious during the concert, he 
demonstrated his ability to play a 
bright, well interpreted solo while 
still including an impressive array of 
double-time licks. 

George Pierce showed off his su¬ 
perb articulation abilities on trumpet 
in several of his solos. His be-bop 
style came through to complement a 
burning trumpet section. Don 
Richard followed on George’s vapor 
trail with a solo in “Quick Step" 
which was imaginative technically, 
but lacked power enough to blow 
away the audience. Trumpeter Vin- 
ny Garafalo came through with ex¬ 
cellent expression in his solo during 
“Fat Back Stew" using consistently 
refreshing, improvised licks. 

As a section, the trombones 
showed lots of potential. They need 
to work on their solos in several 
areas, though. Scott Hills gave a 
powerful solo n “Fat Back Stew" 
that included some well crafted im¬ 
provisation which was well support¬ 
ed. but never seemed to build up to 
anything. In the same chart. Tom 
O'Toole gave an expressive solo 
which was great in content. Especial¬ 
ly disappointing was the arrangement 
of “The Way We Were". The chart 
completely lacked originality in both 
the arrangement and the players' in¬ 
terpretation of the music. The trom¬ 
bone solo by Paul Weathers showed 
that he could support a good sound, 
but really, everyone can play whole 
tones (how about a little 
improvisation?). 

A hurtling sax section blew rings 
around the other horn sections with 
well-crafted solos and unisons which 
were excellent both in technical con¬ 
tent and expression. The section did 
have a few minor problems with in¬ 
tonation. which came up several 
times throughout the concert, but 
hopefully these can be corrected with 
a few sectionals. Once again. Mark 
Phaneuf burned through solo after 
solo with a Consistently accurate tone 
and a liquefying upper octave. Ken 
Reid brought down the house with his 


improvised solo in “Fat Back Stew" 
that used scintillating licks creative¬ 
ly placed into a steaming interpreta¬ 
tion of the chart's uptempo mood. 
Ken Tower’s dark, quasi-bari tenor 
sound gave his solo a rich quality in 
“Love For Sale". Greg Sands gave 
us a taste of his mettle with a classic, 
reedy sounding tenor solo in “Fat 
Back Stew". Charles Carroll gave 
solid backings to the section with a 
bright supported Bari sound that 
really came alive during unisons. 

The Rhythm section came through 
with both solid backings and some 
surprisingly creative solos. Ralph 
Rotondo played a couple of great Bas- 
sey style solos in several of the charts 
and completely surprised everyone 
when he followed through on “Fat 
Back Stew" with a contemporary 
style solo that showed his ability to 
adapt his playiing to the style of the 
chart. Peter Zsofka showed some 
good potential in several piano solos. 
Especially impressive was drummer 
Mark Nardi who showed he could lay 
down a solid tempo and keep Uie Dana 
from running away. Drummer Dane 
Wood, who was faced with keeping 
the band together, handled all of the 
charts beautifully with a good clean 
sound. Bassist Dave Marmo, while 
not highlighted much, showed an in¬ 
tense, yet layed back style that 
definitely deserves more recognition.

To The Editors 


I’ve seen a few elections come and 
go. Sometimes I’ve been happier than 
others with the way they went. But 
I’ve never seen anything like this one. 

The public opinion polls tell a 
strange story. Practically every in- 
dentifiable group in the U.S.- wom¬ 
en, men, young, old, small business 
people, farmers, union members, 
blacks, latinos. West, East, North, 
and South - support Mondale’s posi¬ 
tion on the issues and see Reagan’s 
policies as hurting them. Yet all ex¬ 
cept Blacks and perhaps old people 
say that there going to vote for 
Reagan! 

The Connector “Cosmo” survey 
taken on the North Campus was typi¬ 
cal: people like Reagan, they think 
he’s done a good job on the econo¬ 
my, they think he’s strong and a lead¬ 
er. Yet a careful reading of the Globe 
or the Times reveals a gravely ill 
economy ; a President waffling on the 
issues, ducking the blame; an ad¬ 
ministration riddled with corruption 
and right-wing ideologues; and a for¬ 
eign policy which supports every lit¬ 
tle modern-day Hitler or Mussolini 
around the globe so long as he is 
against communism. 

Each year the federal defecit sets 
new records. Our economic recovery 
has peaked at a disastrous 7% unem¬ 
ployment. (That’s the official figure 


anyway.) 

Our basic industry is idle and rust¬ 
ing away while we become parasitic 
consumers of goods made in Korea 
and Taiwan. The International bank¬ 
ing crisis looms over us like an ap¬ 
proaching hurricane, while the real 
interest rate-the spread between the 
loan rates and the inflation rate-hits 
an all time high. Yet people still say 
Reagan is good for the economy! 
What gives? Have people gone mad? 
How does one explain all this? 

My suspicion is that people are vot¬ 
ing for Reagan not out of a belief that 
the reassuring, uplifting, upbeat 
things he says are true, but rather out 
of an overwhelming need to believe, 
a need for hope. A need to believe 
that the great storm that's gathering 
isn’t really there. A need to feel good 
about ourselves and our future in spite 
of it all. 

People who have been captured by 
Reagan’s oratorial spell need to be¬ 
lieve that the man they hear is for 
real, as real as the feelings he evokes 
in them. 

We, for example, want and need 
to believe that our efforts in school 
are worthwhile; that we’ll have the 
same chances at making it that our 
parents did. We need hope to carry 
on. 

Plus no one wants to admit that 


they’ve been suckered. 

It all reminds me of the way we 
used to believe in Santa Claus. The 
more evidence we saw that Santa 
wasn’t real, the more fiercely we 
clung to our beliefs. We didn’t be¬ 
lieve in Santa because it didn’t make 
any sense. We believed because be¬ 
lieving filled a need. And it seemed 
to us that if everyone would agree that 
Santa was real, it would prove that 
he was, and would even make him 
real. 

But this election isn’t about Santa 
Claus. This is a very dangerous 
momement in our country’s history. 
We are drifting toward a Viet-Nam 
style war in Central America, and 
possibly global nuclear war. The 
world economy could easily go into 
an old-fashioned depression. Ugly 
political forces are gathering which 
could destroy our democracy. This is 
a time for people to look at the facts, 
the issues, and the record very sober¬ 
ly and vote intelligently. Life will ex¬ 
act a stiff price - perhaps a terrible 
price - from us if we fail to do so.

Only one thing disappointed me about the band’s overall presentation; their 
behavior in the stands. As a former member of the marching band, I can 
vouch for the fact that the temptation is great to “noodle” between tunes 
while in the stands. Since I played in the marching band for two years, 1 
can sympathize with this temptation from experience. However, I think that 
the band does itself a great disservice by allowing such unbridled playing 
during a football game. It looks very unprofessional and would surely be 
unacceptable, even in many high school bands. Now that I am no longer a 
member, 1 have had the opportunity to see the band from the standpoint of 
the students, and the public at large. Given this new perspective 1 have been 
really disappointed that a group that demonstrates such a high degree of dis¬ 
cipline on the field seems unable to restrain itself in the stands.

Senior Running Back Gary Errico 
crowned himself Homecoming King 
last Friday night at Cawley Stadium 
as he became the 1st player in 
ULowell’s Football history to achieve 
3000 yds in his football carrer, while 
helping his team to a 16*7 victory 
over the Polar Bears of Bowdoin.
